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- bis ( substituted -ami no )-5 ,8-dihydroxyanthraquinones whereas 
Claim 83 is drawn to the leuco base form thereof. It follows 
that Claims 82 and 83 differ as markedly in scope as night 
and day and thus this ground of rejection should be withdrawn. 

It is believed that this application, as amended, 
is now in condition for allowance and such action is earnestly 
sol ic i ted . . 
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
